"He was known to be an almost friendless 
sailor.

That five bodies were washed away after 
having been buried in an ice floe is a point in 
Schley's report generally discredited, and the 
summer tent where the survivors were found 
was nearly a hundred yards from the sea and 
behind a ridge of nx-ks, so that the tent wat 
not visible from the shore.
